WASHINGTON (AP) — AFL- 
CIO President George Meany 
led the big labor federation to 
the political fence Wednesday 
to sit out this, year’s White 
House election race between 
President Nixon and Democrat­ 
ic nominee George McGovern. 
“I will not, vote for either one 
of them!,,’"’' said the 77-year-old 
labor patriarch, backed up by a 
vote of the AFL-CIO’s execu­ 
tive council. 
'“I’m, disappointed," McGorv- 
ern, said when he returned from 
a horseback ride near Custer, 
S. D.t to learn the news. “I 
frankly don’t want to feud with 
.President Meany. I’m. confident 
the leaders of the rank-and-file 
of many individual unions will 
go ahead and endorse us.” 
His vice presidential running 
mate, Sen. Thomas; Eagleton of 
Missouri, voiced similar hopes 
in Washington. 
Leaders of a number of AFL- 
CIO 'unions already have en­ 
dorsed the South Dakota sena­ 
tor and others indicated they 
would do so. 
One small maritime union 
has endorsed Nixon and leaders, 
of several, of the more con­ 
servative 
construction 
unions 
reportedly lean, to Nixon. 
The decision left the feder­ 
ation’s 117 individual unions 
and their total of 13.6 million, 
members free to endorse either 
McGovern or Nixon on their ■ 
own. 
“Let them, do as they like,” 
Meany told a news conference. 
But it made McGovern the 
first 
Democratic 
presidential 
'Candidate in, the 17-year history 
of the AFL-CIO to be deprived, 
of the direct help of the AFL- 
CIO’s nationwide Committee on 
Political Education. 
COPE is reportedly worth $10 
million in money and manpow­ 
er in a presidential, election 
race. 
The vote of the AFL-CIO 
council, was 27-3 with five ab­ 
sent, and, several 'union presi­ 
dents said it was more a meas­ 
ure of labor leaders’ respect for 
Meany 
than 
opposition 
to 
McGovern among many 'union 
chiefs. 


Meany has assailed, Nixon's 
record on wage-priee controls, 
labor legislation and most do­ 
mestic 
issues but supported 
Nixon on Vietnam, war policy. 
Meany 
reportedly 
is 
dis­ 
turbed at McGovern’s views on 
the war, on some labor issues, 
welfare reform with redistribu­ 
tion of income, .and liberalizing 
laws on abortion and homosex­ 
uality. 
“ We don’t think he would be: 
in the 'best interests of labor.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - A 
House education subcommittee 
approved President Nixon’s an­ 
tibusing bill Wednesday but 
without the money he requested 
to upgrade ghetto schools. 
The subcommittee rejected, 9 
to 7, the administration’s re- 
■" quest, for $2.5 billion to improve 
the quality of inner-city educa­ 
tion, then sent, the stripped 
•down bill to the full Education 
and Labor Committee by voice: 
vote. The committee: is ex­ 
pected to take it up next Tues­ 
day. 
The bill’s main purpose now 
.is to limit the remedies the 
courts can apply to overeóme 
segregation. Busing could 'be 
used, only above the elementary 
school level, and. then only as a 
last resort after the other rem­ 
edies had been 'tried. 
The bill, would permit school, 
districts now under court bus­ 
ing orders to bring them into 
line with the proposed reme­ 
dies. 
There are seven remedies 
that must be considered by the 
courts in the order listed in the 


legislation 'before any busing 
can be required.. 
They include assigning pupils 
to schools

to 
their 
homes,

HARRISBURG, Pa. (API - 
Gov. and Mrs. Shapp, among 
the 
thousands of Pennsylva­ 
nians left homeless by the re­ 
cent, floods,, moved into rented, 
q u a r t e r s Wednesday amid 
charges that flood insurance on 
the heavily-damaged Executive 
Mansion was dropped late last 
year.

the Susquehanna River. The 
lease on the four-bedroom., cór­ 
ner property extends through 
Nov. 20 with an option to re­ 
new. 
The 'Georgian-styled Execu­ 
tive Mansion is located on the 
River’s, east bank about 1,09 
yards from, the riverfront, in 
one of the sections hardest, hit 
by the floodwaters generated 
by tropical storm Agnes. 
The $2,.4 million dwelling was 
first occupied in 1961 by the 
governor’s 
predecessor,

which included flood 'protection 
and cost the state '$3,911.

Blackout 
Unlikely, 
PE Insists 


A massive power failure in 
Brooklyn 
Tuesday 
and 
the 
dawning of the sixth day of 
oppressive 
heat 
Wednesday 
prompted speculation that the 
Pottstown area might 'he due 
for power failures. 
But a spokesman for Phila­ 
delphia Electric Co. 
assured 
.residente that the company will 
be able to handle 'the situation, 
“Don’t you have any confi­ 
dence in us?” smiled William 
Walkup, 
a 
public 
relations 
spokesman for PE. “I’ve 'been 
swamped 
with 
calls 
asking 
about whether or not the com­ 
pany can meet the power de­ 
mands. 
“The answer is we’re certain 
that we have adequate facili­ 
ties to handle the load.” 
Walkup said the only 'power 
failures anticipated would be 
because of the electrical storms 
that frequently accompany hot, 
humid 'weather. 
“When lightning strikes elec­ 
tric equipment. It can blow 
fuses and there’s nothing we 
can do about it,” he said. “This 
ll normal and only influences 
a small number of customers,.,'” 
'The PE spokesman, said the 
company tries to repair the 
damaged equipment as quickly 
as possible in such cases and 
power generally 
is 
restored 
shortly 
after 
the 
lightening 
strikes. 
“But as far as a 'power failure 
because of the extended hot 
weather is concerned,” he said, 
“the problem is to have enough 
generating capacity to supply 
the demand and we do.” 
Walkup explained that, two 
factors account for brownouts 
and blackouts in the summer. 
“In the summer, you: have air 
conditioning in addition to nor­ 
mal uses to take care of. When 
the hot spell becomes prolonged, 
the air conditioners must oper­ 
ate more frequently, greatly in­ 
creasing the load the power 
company has to supply.” 
¡ The .second factor, he said. Is 
that electrical equipment such 
as< that used by PE has less 
ability to be overloaded in hot 
weather. 
The ■combination of an in­ 
creasing demand and a lessen­ 
ed ability to withstand over­ 
loading result in a blackout (a 
power failure) or a brownout 
la deliberate reduction In, pow­ 
er forced by a power demand 
that exceeds the electric com­ 
pany's capacity,”

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A Bit of Lunacy? 


In the curious mores of the time, 
street crime brings a sense of revulsion, 
while white collar crim e — through 
which much more money is lost — is 
often treated with humor and light sent­ 
ences. It just isn’t taken too seroiusly. 
It has not been charged that what the 
Apollo 15 astronauts did in trying to moon­ 
light by smuggling 400 specially stamped 
and canceled envelopes to the moon and 
back last July was a crime. They have 
been officially reprim anded, and no more. 
Because of the floodlights in which 
they live, any suspicion of c r i m e or 
criminal intent would have been prose­ 
cuted. 
From the news accounts t h e y did 
smuggle 400 specially stamped and can­ 
celed envelopes to the moon and back 
with the idea of selling them for enough 
money to send their children through 
school. One astronaut had a friend in 
Stuttgart. Germany, who had a friend 
who would do the unloading. 


This sort of thing in the stamp-collect­ 
ing trade is known as a first-day cover, 
and, to many stamp collectors, is as sav­ 
ory as nip to a cat. Then they had sec­ 
ond thoughts. The idea was dropped. 
Still, about 100 covers are not account­ 
ed for. Maybe they did get to Stuttgart, 
or even as far as Garmisch-Partenkirch- 
en, which has nothing to do with the moon 
but which does make an attractive post­ 
mark. 
The problem is, the National Aero­ 
nautics and Space Administration aided 
and abetted it all by coming up with the 
first-day cover idea. Several hundred 
have been sold. 
It’s really exclusive 
stuff, which NASA figured was good for 
the image. 
There are still 100 or so of those un­ 
accounted for first-day covers around. In 
the economy of the stamp trade they will 
be worth more money than the genuine 
ones. It's difficult to label it all as earthy 
or lunatic. 


Keeping Control 


In wars of long duration where ani­ 
mosities between opposing sides become 
almost a part of human nature, the rules 
of conduct are easily bent. Try to tell 
an Egyptian or Israeli soldier that he is 
restricted to a theoretical boundary, and 
the restriction is sometimes difficult to 
enforce. 
Unauthorized incidents along the Mid­ 
east borders have occurred. Each time 
they inevitably are followed by consid­ 
erable agitation for revenge from the op­ 
posing side. That can be a dangerous 
way of responding. 
Two such incidents by Israeli troops 
in occupied territory have brought a re­ 


sponse from the government. Control 
over military leaders in touchy areas, it 
was promised, will be increased. An ex­ 
ample may have to be made to enforce 
the order that no unauthorized forays are 
to be permitted. 
Such acts as fencing off an area in 
the Gaza Strip which, nomads w ere in­ 
habiting and spraying a field with chemi­ 
cals to kill crops on the West Bank of 
Jordan — two of the more recent inci­ 
dents — are the type of provocation which 
could provide the excuse for touching off 
a new round of hostilities. 
They contribute nothing to the cooling- 
off process needed now. 


Case of Jitters 


Britain has only a little more than five 
months until it is scheduled to become a 
working partner of the Common Market. 
As the time draws closer for that import­ 
ant jointure, it is not surprising that both 
Britain and its economic allies-to-be be­ 
come a bit nervous. 
Some signs of that have appeared 
over the British pound. The decision of 
the government of Prime Minister Heath 
to unpeg the pound from monetary values 
established by the Smithsonian agree­ 
ment and permit it to find its own level 
among world currencies runs counter to 


the tightly controlled rates of exchange 
established by Common Market ministers. 
Because the Common Market is based 
upon controlled trade and monetary poli­ 
cies, floating currencies in its midst could 
create havoc. Thus the warning from. 
French President Pompidou that the Bri­ 
tish should return to a fixed rate of ex­ 
change. 
London will have to do so before next 
January at the latest, but the longer the 
pound floats toward that, date the worse 
the case of jitters in Western Europe is 
likely to become.

To the Editor: My wife and 
I are tw'o of the recent flood 
victims. We live along French 
Creek on Lucas Road in East 
Vincent Township. 
I have a good job and a nice 
home, so others fared worse, 
but we suffered a tremendous 
loss of personal property. We 
had four and one-half feet of 
muddy 
water 
mixed 
with 
sewage floating around our first 
floor, which contained many 
valuable items of furniture and 
a 20 year collection of power 
and hand tools among other 
things. 
The day after the flood, we 
just sat around numb, grief 
stricken and totally unable to 
cope with the situation. We had. 
no toilet or laundry facilities, 
no water and no heat, but the 
purpose of my letter is not to 
complain ahftut how bad off we 
were, for wt are well aware 
that many poor people had it 
a lot worse, but to relate the 
tremendous friendly and un­ 
selfish help we received from 
so many sources. 
Our ore neighbor had waded 
in water up to his chest to 
retrieve my spare tire that was 
floating out of the bed of my 
pickup truck Our two neighbor 
ladies next to us helped us so 
many ways with materials, the 
use of their home, physical 
work and moral support, that 
it would take pages to list all 
the ways they aided us. 
My wife’s mother was ac­ 
tually put out when we declined 
her sincere offer of financial 
aid, and my wife’s sister helped 
in many ways My brother and 
nephew spent a full day with 
me scrubbing and cleaning out 
the whole area. The people 
staffing the various offices in 
the Pottstown Disaster Aid 
Center at Walnut and Penn 
Streets deserve all the praise 
in the world. 
Even though putting in long 
days, seven days a week, the 
people we contacted in the SB A, 
Red Cross, and I.R.S. were 
extremely kind, courteous and 
helpful. 
Two Red Cross ladies from 
the Phoenix1vil le branch., who 
visited us at home, were very 
helpful and they even wanted 
to obtain a new sports jacket 
for me. This we thankfully 
declined for we lost very little 
clothing in the flood, and I felt 
sure some victim needed it 
much worse than I.

Search for Exotic Insects 
Puts End to M an s Boredom 
John Griffith, Old Schuylkill 
Road, North Coventry, hired 
men to penetrate the deepest 
jungles of Africa and South 
America and to climb the Urals 
and the Himalaya in pursuit of 
butterflies. 
Two b u t t e r f l y hunters, 
searching in the Amazon Valley, 
never returned. 
To some people, butterfly 
collecting might not be worth 
all that trouble. 
But to Griffith and other 
dedicated collectors, a rare and 
exotic butterfly is worth all the 
trials and sacrifices. 
G r i f f i t h began collecting 
Lepidoptera, as he likes to call 
them, in 1924. 
THRO UGH BO RED O M 
“I 
got 
started 
through 
boredom,” he said. “I didn’t 
know what to do with myself, 
and one day, I saw an ad for 
12 tropical butterflies for a 
dollar.” 
“I said to my wife that I’d 
like some and she sent for them 
as a birthday present to me. 
From that time on, I’ve been 
collecting.” 
Today, Griffith has more than 
10,00# butterflies and only a few 
of them are duplicates. “I have 
some very rare specimens,” he 
said. “I have a lot of specimens 
the 
Academy 
of 
Natural 
Sciences in Philadelphia doesn’t 
have.” 
“One specimen has only on$ 
duplicate In the world,” he 
continued, “a papilio homerus 


male. The only other one is part 
of the collection of the late 
Baron Rothschild in .London. 
T h e r e are 
many papilio 
homerus females but only two 
papilio homerus males.” 
Griffith caught many of his 
butterflies and moths himself. 
“I’ve caught 
thousands of 
them,” he said, “including some 
very rare material. I traded 
them for rare items in other 
parts of the country. Of course, 
I only traded duplicates.” 
CAUGHT AT N IG H T 
Moths are caught in the night 
time, he explained, lured to the 
trees with brown sugar and 
beer. “I used to spread the 
solution on the trees and catch 
them at night with a spotlight,” 
he said. 
Hundreds of specimens of 
butterflies never come close to 
Pennsylvania, of c o u r s e , so 
Griffith often went to outside 
sources to add to his collection. 
“One of the oldest collections 
I bought was started in 1890. 
I bought it when the collector 
died in 1935. Another collection 
b e l o n g e d to an English 
millionaire named Druce. He 
got his butterflies in Russia and 
Tibet and a lot of places where 
it’s even 
rare to get a 
specimen.” 
The collector learned of his 
sources t h r o u g h naturalist 
magazines and through fellow 
collectors in the American 
Entomological S o c I e t y. He 
bought butterflies from butterfly 


hunters 
in 
Africa, 
South 
America and Asia and he’s 
traded with other collectors 
throughout the world. 
Most of the butterflies come 
to Griffith in paper envelopes. 
“To ship them,” he explained, 
“you put then in a can that’s 
moist and their wings fold up. 
Then you put them in an en­ 
velope.” 
Pinning the butterfly into the 
case is a delicate job and 
Griffith admitted he’s ruined a 
few specimens doing this. 


“The main threat to butterfly 
collections is the dermestos 
beetle, which eats the entire 
specimen but moth crystals will 
effectively repelí the insects. 
“Otherwise, they really last,” 
he said. “I have specimens 
mounted in 1888 that only look 
a year or two old.” 
Griffith slowed up his efforts 
in the past few years. “I’m 
getting a little old to go running 
out at night,” he chuckled. 
“And my hands aren’t as steady 
as they once were.” 


Declining Property Values 
In Flood Areas Termed False 
Not everyone in the Pottstown 
area thinks of flood victims, in

DA Seeks New Approach

Chester County District At­ 
torney William H. Lamb — in 
office for less than a year — 
is trying a new approach in the 
war on crime, and if successful 
it’s bound to become a major 
new weapon , against drugs 
throughout Pennsylvania. 
Lamb is attempting to take 
legal possession of the motor 
vehicles 
in

either used, transported or 
possessed. 
And there’s a legal basis for 
the effort, despite the fact few 
prosecutors in the state have 
made the attempt to claim and 
sell the autos of drug pushers 
or users. 


B IG G E R D E T E R R E N T 
If Lamb wins his point the 
cars or other vehicles of per­ 
sons accused of using or selling

will be confiscated in the 
future and the loss of a $2,000 
car would mean a bigger 
deterrent to drug usage than 
the possibility of a $100 fine. 
A law adopted July 3, 1941, 
provides the basis of Lamb’s 
action, and there’s another one 
signed by Gov. Milton J. Sfaapp 
the past April to support it. 
The 1941 act provides for the 
seizure of “any wagon, buggy, 
motor vehicle, water or aircraft 
or other vehicle” in which 
narcotics or dangerous drugs 
were 
stored, 
contained or 
transported in violation of the 
Drug, Device or Cosmetic Act. 
Once authorities seize the 
auto, usually immediately upon 
the arrest of a suspect, there’s 
a long road to follow legally 
b e f o r e the suspect loses 
ownership and tha; might be 
the reason few, if any, Penn-

sylvan i a prosecutors have made 
the effort. 
Lamb disclosed he is going 
into Chester County Court with 
two separate civil actions, 
trying to lay permanent claim 
by the county on two autos 
involved in the possession of 
drugs. 
One of 
the “forfeiture and 
condemnation” actions involves 
a 1967 car seized by West 
Chester 'police in conjunction 
with the arrest of a Delaware 
man and seizure of 4,844 pills 
and capsules. The car owner 
l a t e r 
was charged 
with 
possession of dangerous drugs. 
The other case osal involves 
a 1967 car taken by Tredyffrin 
Township police during the 
arrest of a Coatesville man. 
Police charged the man with 
possession of a. dangerous drug 
after they allegedly found 
heroin in the vehicle. 
Both the suspects are waiting 
trial on the criminal charges 
facing them but Lamb said 
under his interpretation of the 
law, it isn’t necessary to gain 
a conviction on those criminal 
charges 
before 
moving 
to 
confiscate the autos. 
Lamb’s office said it knows 
of no other county in this part 
of the state, nor any other part, 
where prosecutors made the 
effort to have a suspect in a 
drug case forfeit his car. 
P U BLIC SALE 
If a Chester County judge 
orders the vehicles forfeited 
under terms of the law, the 
county sheriff is required by 
law to hold a public sale. The 
money from the sale then goes 
to the county treasury. 
Lamb pointed out that should 
he win the civil cases the effect 
will 'be to add a new risk to 
drug pushers and users and 
hopefully act as an additional 
deterrent. 
He also noted the possibility 
that forfeiture action could be 
brought against vehicles not 
owned by the pusher — for 
example those owned by friends 
who lent them to pushers, even 
without knowledge it would be 
used for drug traffic. 


approached by people wishing 
to buy their hom.es. and telling 
them that the market value for 
the flooded areas had declined 
by at least .$5.000. 
“And in one case on King 
Street,” said Frain, “a property 
owner actually sold his $17.000 
home for $13,000 because he was 
told that was the most he could 
get for it because it now is 
in a flood plain.”

“It was people who make a 
practice of buying homes and 
fixing them up for resale who 
have 'been doing this,” said 
Frain, who added that in most 
cases damage repair of the 
homes wouldn’t approach the 
$5.000 figure. 
Not only have the offers been 
made in the King Street area 
of the borough but also in the 
Cherry Street area. 
It was reported that people 
were going through that section 
offering to pay $1,000 im­ 
mediately and the balance upon 
signing the deed transfer for 
homes. 
In those cases, the offering 
price also was $5,000 or more 
below the homes’ market value. 
“Nobody can determine at this 
stage 
how 
much 
property 
values have declined, if indeed 
they have,” said Frain. “That’s 
like 
a 
doctor making 
a 
diagnosis without ever seeing 
the patient. It just can’t be 
done.” 
He urged all flood victims to 
be wary of people wishing to 
buy their 
properties while 
telling 
them about alleged 
declines in property values. 
“My office has no information 
of any decline in value,” he 
continued, “but if enough people 
sell at the lower rates that 
might drive values down.”

Shapp Responds to Agnes Admirably

HARRISBURG — A governor 
has a multitude of respon­ 
sibilities, including ceremonial, 
fiscal, political and so forth on 
down the governmental spec­ 
trum. It is not surprising to find 
the individual sitting in the 
gubernatorial 
chair 
wearing 
several “hats” at the same time 
— or switching them off and 
on with blurring rapidity. 
But when a calamity strikes 
a state, its citizenry then gets 
a vivid, first-hand, nitty-gritty 
look at the reaction by its 
governor. 
Pennsylvania, of course, is 
still reeling from the blow dealt 
by tropical storm Agnes in the 
form of the Great Flood of 1972. 
How did Pennsylvania’s Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp respond, and 
what is his “ report card” to 
date in the wake of the great 
flood? 


It is this column’s opinion that 
his excellency responded very 
well and is continuing to stay 
right on top of the Pennsylvania 
recovery 
picture 
(and. 
oc­ 
casionally, on top of federal 
bureaucracy’s back when he 
feels some snarled red tape 
needs snipping >. 
For the most part, and to the 
credit of both major political 
parties, the local, state and 
federal governments have been 
working hand-in-hand with a 
common goal to get flood- 
stricken Pennsylvania back on 
its feet. 
Certainly, there have been 
occasions 
of 
political 
op- 
p o r t u n i s m 
and 
partisan 
flareups. But, on the whole, 
t h e s e unfortunate outbursts 
have been kept to a minimum. 
To cite one example. Vice 
President Agnew termed Gov. 
Shapp as “excitable” in his 
initial reaction to the flood 


i m p a c t . 
(Thank goodness 
someone got “excitable” about 
such a calamity!). 
Since then, political tempers 
have toned down, and the 
elephant and donkey have been 
walking down the same flood 
recovery path. 
Right from the outset of the 
flooding. 
Gov. 
Shapp. 
his 
c a b i n e t 
and 
other 
ad­ 
ministration 
officials 
started 
rescue and recovery gears into 
motion. 
He called 
out the 
Pennsylvania National Guard, 
which has covered itself with 
glory in the manner in which 
it responded to the disaster. 
(One guardsman in dripping 
tee-shirt, 
shorts 
and 
socks 
reported for duty. When the 
duty officer demanded an ex- 
p 1 a n a t i o n , the guardsman 
replied: “ Sir. I swam across 
the creek to get here.” ! 
Hundreds of guard men whose 
own homes were devastated 


reported for duty to h e l p 
in r e s e l l e work for other 
flood victims.

Do you wonder at our af­ 
fectionate fascination for Radio 
City Music Hall? For us it’s 
very real: on our unforgettable 
first trip to New York City from 
our home town, exotic Buffalo, 
we went to the Music Hall and 
saw Fred Astaire and Ginger 
Rogers in “The Gay Divorcee.” 
It was An Event for a very 
young lad. 
Through the years unto now, 
we've never but enjoyed the 
Music Hall. Its movies almost 
invariably are worth seeing. If 
the public rejects a Music Hall 
movie, it is yanked almost 
forthwith; its policy is never to 
bore the public, and the only 
reason a movie of instant­ 
dreariness isn’t yanked im­ 
mediately on the rare occasion 
of a mistaken booking is that 
logistical details of subsequent 
shows await the recognizable 
signs of hit or miss.

WASHINGTON (API - Sen 
Thomas Eagleton, the Demo­ 
cratic vice presidential nomi­ 
nee, said Wednesday he sup 
ports the F I5. But he denied 
that this constitutes any major 
conflict 
with

McGovern to drop his opposi­ 
tion to the plane in return for 
Eagleton’s acceptance of the 
vice presidential spot. 
Both McGovern and Eagleton

In connection, with his dis­ 
cussion of his difference with 
McGovern on the F15, Eagleton 
said that on future Senate votes 
there will be closer liaison with 
McGovern’s office but he did 
not commit himself to voting as 
McGovern does on every issue.

Scientists Hope to Keep Stone Age People Safe From Outside Forces 


(E ditor’s Note: It was only 


last year that a tiny band of 
cave-dwelling 
people 
were 


discovered 
living 
on 
the 


edge of the southern Philip­ 
pine rain forest. Earlier this 
j/m f, an expedition of scient­ 
ists made the first visit to the 
home of the Taso day. A news­ 
man who accompanied the ex­ 
pedition, in 
the last of a 


two-part series, tells what the 
expedition leader sees for the 
future of the Tasaday J 
By JOHN NANCE 
TASADAY FOREST,' Philip­ 
pines (AP) — The Filipino re­ 
sponsible for finding the Tasa- 
day 
cavemen 
says 
the 
dis­ 
covery has exciting scientific 
value, but that top priority goes 
to keeping the gentle 'people 
safe. 
“Our purpose,” says Manuel 
Elizalde Jr., “is to help people 
live as they choose.” He re­ 
peats, in a rising voice: “As 
they choose—they—not us!” 
This has been Elizalde’s mis­ 
sion since the mid-1960s when 
he entered what he calls “a 
war, 
disguised 
as 
modern­ 
ization, to crush our cultural 
minorities.” 
The 
35-year-old 
Harvard 
graduate says: 
“The Tasaday 
present a unique situation be­ 
cause our previous work has 
been with people already bat­ 
tered and bloodied by so-called 
civilization. With the Tasaday— 
and 
perhaps 
other 
unknown 
groups in the sam e forest—we 
have a chance to stop abuse be­ 
fore it starts.” 
The band of 25 Tasaday first 
met Elizalde as head of Pan- 
amin. a government-supported 
foundation for assisting minor­ 
ities, at the edge of a southern 
Philippine rain forest last June. 
The Tasaday—who wore leafy 
G-strings, use stone tools and 
forage for food—are the most 
primitive of the more than §0 
minority people who comprise 
about four million of the Philip­ 
pines’ 38 million population. 
Elizalde sees in the Tasaday 
an example of man’s essential 
goodness and strength, and of 
his ability to live in harmony 
with himself and his environ­ 
ment. 
Panamin, 
which stands for 
Presidential 
Assistant of Na­ 
tional Minorities, was formed 
in 1968. 


Panamin records show that 
medical 
services—originally 
dispensed 
from 
a 
converted 
fishing boat that sailed around 
the 
islands—have 
been 
pro­ 
vided 
more than 
1.5 million 
patients. Legal aid has been 
rendered 
thousands 
of 
unso­ 
phisticated minority people. 
Panamin has helped establish 
15 permanent settlement com­ 
munities on four islands and 
brought peace to areas where 
killing was common. 


LONG LIST 
There is a long list of re­ 
quests for similar help. 
Peoples 
with 
tribal 
names 
like “ Mansaka,” 
“ higa-onon,” 
“batato,” and “ ubu" have been 
bewildered in the rush of civ­ 
ilization brought by ranchers, 
loggers, miners and others. Of­ 
ten the tribesmen have been 
tricked out of their ancestral 
lands or forced out by gunmen. 
The Taboli people of south 
Optaba to Province on Mindanao 
Island provide an example of 
Panamin’s 
response. 
Four 
years ago an estimated 10.000 
Taboli families were scattered! 
through the mountains in dis­ 
organized. 
flights. 
Lowlanders 
jeered 
the 
Taboli’s 
colorful 
dress, their customs hairstyles, 
beads and earrings. They stole 
their land, raped their women 
and murdered their men. 
Today the Taboli live on 5,225 
hectares of land 
restored to 
them by the government. There 
is a council of leaders and a 
central settlement of more than 
200 permanent homes with a 
dam 
and 
reservoir, 
medical j 
clinic 
and 
cooperative 
store. 
Most important, they have a 
sense 
of pride 
and 
self-con­ 
fidence, and peace which they 
are ready to defend. 
Troubles are not over, but a 
solid foothold has been estab­ 
lished. 
Panamin applied an approach 
which Elizalde says “ is unique 
in all the world, to my knowl­ 
edge. 
We do 
not—never—tell 
people how they should live or 
what they should do. We ask 
them what they want. They de­ 
cide. 
“We help them try to achieve 
whatever it is. But at the heart 
of everything is the fact they 
do it. They must do the work 
themselves. It is their success, 


not ours.” 
With the Taboli, as with other 
disintegrating groups, the first 
task was to help them find a 
will to live, 
“ A will to live; a place to 
live; a way to live—those have 
become our basic steps,” Eli­ 
zalde says. 
SEARCHING PAST 
Finding the will 
invariably 
means searching into the past 
for what it was that gave a 
people their original character. 


“The Filipino Christian world 
has 
assumed—just 
like 
the 
Spanish 
and 
Americans 
who 
colonized here—the role of civ­ 
ilization and converting the mi­ 
norities 
into modern 
western 
Filipinos,” 
Elizalde 
argues. 
“ What are we doing? This is all 
but destroying them, their indi­ 
viduality, their pride and dig­ 
nity.” 
The results of the programs 
have won the envy of other de­ 
velopment 
organizations 
and 


the affection of tens of thou­ 
sands of mountain people who) 
call Elizalde “tao bung,” big 
man, and have made him an 
adopted son of 84 communities. 
Elizalde renewed, his contact 
with the Tasaday in March at 
the 
forest's 
edge, 
and 
they 
asked him to their forest home. 
They 
disclosed 
for 
the 
first 
time that they lived in caves. 
After 
two days of deliber­ 
ations, Elizalde decided to visit 
them, on grounds that if Pan­ 


amin did not. find their home* 
site it could not be adequately 
protected 
from 
farm ers 
and 
loggers approaching the forest. 
President Marcos proclaimed 
20,000 hectares of forest and 
nearby land as a. reserve for 
the Tasaday and Manubo blit. 
Panamin was named adminis­ 
trator. 
Some Filipino scientists mut­ 
tered that the Tasaday were 
being 
exploited 
for 
publicity 
and that too many people had, 


seen them 'before enough scien­ 
tific work was done. 
SCIENTIFIC STUDY 
“We recognize the need for 
scientific study and want it,” 
EHzal.de replies. “The Tasaday 
offer 
unparalleled 
opportunity 
to observe man at an early 
stage of development. Our sci­ 
entific program is well under 
way. 
“Of 
course 
we 
are 
not 
against publicity. It’s another 
m eara to an end—raising funds 


to do more of our work. The 
fact is that publicity given the 
Tasaday has helped all the mi­ 
norities. It has helped dram a­ 
tize 
problems. 
Just 
because 
some so-called primitive people 
don’t use stone tools or live in 
caves doesn’t, make them lera 
important as human beings.” 
Elizalde says Panam in’s ap­ 
proach 
to 
minorities 
has 
evolved 
from 
working 
with 
them: “ We have learned far, 
far more than we have taught.”
